Colorado Springs, Colo., March 22.—

Protectlnc a Murderer. 
Shanghai, March 23.— Telegrams 
from Chung King Fu regarding the 
sacking of the Methodist Medical mis- 
sion in the Klang Pehl country show 
that the Chinese militia is now there 
in large force and refuses to allow the 
execution of the death sentence passed 
upon the murdere of the student who 
was killed by the rioters. The foreign 
consuls have demanded that the Tao 
Tai disperse the militia, execute the 
murderer, arrest the leaders of the 
rioters, pay 500 taels for the property 
destroyed, allow the missioo to reoc- 
ciipy its premises and engage to pro- 
tect the nif m!)ers of the mission.

THE CAFES OF VIENNA. 



Tho fttS Thpy Play In tlio Mfe of thn 
Cay AnatrlMt Capital. 

Cafes are for the VleaneM) • second 
home, and thi|y aU have two kinds of 
clients— tbo "stammgaeste" or babi- 
tnes. and the "laafande," or transients. 
The habitues, commonly called "wirt- 
baosbrnder" (cafe brothers), have tables 
reserved for thorn, and woe betide the 
man who ventures to take possession of 
this sacred property. There' are many 
Vienncfic wlm in the past 30 or -10 years 
have sat at the same table iu the eamo 
oomer day after day. drinking the same 
brew of beer or brand of wine and 
smoking the same sort of tobacco in tho 
same old pipes. A Ktamnigaost general- 
ly spends from threw to four hours every 
dny at his cafe, tlie natural result beiiiK 
a great loss of time and money. Bnt tho 
Viennese are not miserly. The ina.\im 
they follow is fonnd in the German 
proverb wbioh seems to have besn writ- 
ton on purpose for them, "Lcbon und 
leben lassen" ("Live and let live"). 

Besides these cafes there are a num- 
ber of "restaurant cellars" in Vienna, 
similar to the cellars of Leipsic, Ham- 
bnrg and firemen, where people go to 
drink wine and partake of delicatessen, 
pates, oysters, caviar, .^^inoked fish, 
Westphulian suusagt s and other eata- 
bles of the same fii neral .sort. There aro 
certuiu cellars, like tho old Felsenkel- 
ler, which 'are arrau)(3d like grottoes. 
The Felseukeller has been visited by 
many European celebrities, and on its 
walls are scratched the autographs of 
Victor Hugo, Moycrboer, Wagner, 
Bnthms, AU .\iiudrc DumMi father and 
son, aud muuy others. 

The most picturesi^ue of these cellars 
is the Eiterbazy keller, open every day 
from 11 a. m. nntil 1 :80 the following 
moruiufi;. In tl)is subtcrram an report 
there aro no tabk-s chairs or f^a.-ilights. 
A few old benclies against tlu; walls ;ind 
some wrotched cuudlcu aru the only 
furnishings. The demimonde, petit 
monde aB4 the qnartde monde freqnent 
this cellar to a great extent. A perfect 
babel of languages prevail — German, 
Polish, Czecli, Russian, French, Hun- 
garian, Slavonian, Italian, Si rviau, 
Bulgariuu, Roumanian and Greek may 
all bo beard spoken in the spaco of a 
few minutes, giving a splendid idea of 
Vienna's cosmopolitan natnre and a 
strikiuj? proof that tho imperii'.! capital 
of the HapsLursH is not u Ciernian city, 
but a town wliich is neither European 
nor oriental, aud possessing a cachet of 
its own, whiob partakes both of the 
east and the west Motwitbstauding the 
Bohemian aspect of this Esterhazy kel- 
ler aud the poor quality of the foofl 
provided the two kinds of wiuo served 
aro wortliy of a royal table. 

Excellent wino is to be found at all 
Vienna cafes, much of which is na- 
tive. Austria and Hungary together 
grow some IS different wines. Emporor 
Charles IV transplanted iu 1848 vines 
from Durguudy to Meluik aud Czer- 
U()st k. In lower Austria vineyards are 
found 6,000 feet above tho sea level. 
Tbo wines of Gumpoldskircheu, Voeslan 
and Klostemenbonrg can vie with Bnr- 
gundy and certain Rhine winea 

In southern Tyrol, in Styria, Cariu- 
thia, Moravia, Illyria, Dalniatia, IIuii- 
nnry and Croatia first class wiuo is i iado 
and forms in the Slav provinces tbo 
habitoal drink of rich aud poor alike. 
The oonseqaenoe is that the Slav races 
of Austria are far more energetic and 
(;f finer physiqtio than the German Ans- 
triauH, who beoomo Llouted Ly escessive 
beer drinking. 

It is not easy to find good food at the 
Vienna cafes and restanrouts, however. 
The Viennese manner of oookiug is as 
international aa are the Viennese tbem> 
selves. The best is found iu the botds, 
all of which havo three dilTerent classes 
of restaurants — one underground for tbo 
"petits employes" and coaehmeu, one 
on the ground floor for tho Viennese 
upper and middle classes and finally one 
on the first floor for foreigners. For 80 
cents of American money a Viennese 
gets a portion of meat, a vegetable and 
a sweet dish, •wliich is certainly not 
cheap when compared with other conti- 
nental capitals. The unal time for din- 
ner is from 1 to 8 n.i and rapper is 
taken at any time between 7 and 1 1. As 
the theaters aro over by 10, supper is 
taken afterward. At that timn of night 
every cafe iu Vienna is crowded. A 
Viinneso who has gone to tho theater 
with his wife and children would frac- 
ture all conventions if he did^ not take 
his family to snp at a cafe.— Chloago 
Inter Ocean.

Preculnmblan Bonk* In Anirrlra. 

George Byron C^ordon, tho explorer, 
rontribntes to The Century an account 
of the discoveries in Copan under the 
title of "The Mysterious Oity of Hon- 
dnraa " Concerning tho aadenk noe of 
Mayas Mr, Gordon says: 

Not only did traditions esl&t in tbo 
minds of the people, but n;r.ny of the 
old Indian families still pr^- rved their 
books, the remnants of once extensive 
libraries^ in wbioh the history, tradi- 
tions and onstoms of the people were re- 
corded. All these books that tho Span- 
isli priests could lay their hands upon 
they burned. Four only have conio 
down to us — priceless relics that in 
some nnknown manner foond their way 
into Enropean libraries, where they lay 
hidden nntil unearthed by scholars of 
recent years. Tho books of the Mayas 
roiisitfted of long strips of paper made 
from maguey fiber, and folded after the 
manner of a screen so as to form pages 
about Q by 6 inches. These were cover- 
ed with hieroglyphic characters, very 
neatly drawn by hand, in brilliant col- 
ors. Boards were fastened on the ontside 
pages, and the completi d book looked 
like a neat volume of largo octavo size. 
Tho characters iu which they are writ- 
ten are the same as those fouud upou 
the stone tablets and monuments in tho 
ruined cities of Paleuque and Copan. 

This system of writing, which is en- 
tirely (li.•^tin(■t from the jiii tine writinj,' 
of the Aztecs, was the exclusive 1)oh.<cs- 
siou of tho Mayas. It was a highly de- 
veloped system, aud, as iuvestigatious 
have shown, embraceid a number of pho- 
netio elements. In this respect, as iu 
many others, the Mayas were far in ad- 
vance of any other Americ an people. A 
venerable but vague and elusive legend 
that has como down to us ascribes the 
invention of these characters to Itzam- 
na. the Maya Cadmus, a great hero god 
who iu the beginning of their history 
as a nation led tho people from the 
east across tho sen, gave tLi m laws and 
ruled over them for many years.

A Glevor Plnte Who Woo Freedom Vor 
■faBMlfaad His Qempaalsas bf Vaitiiag 
a letter aad Maytag oa Bis Oavtor^ 

Fears. 

Mr. Frank R. Stockton, telling .St. 
Nicholas readers about "The Buccaneers 
of Our Coast," describes the cl ver es- 
cape of Roc, tho Braxllian, a famous 
pirate, from captivity among the Span- 
ish at Oampcacby. Mr. Stockton says: 

When he was coming into the bay, 
Roo had noticed a largo French vessel 
that was lying at some distance from 
tlio town, and ho wrote his letter as if 
it liad como from tlio captain of this 
ship. In the ohaxaoterof this French 
captain be addre— d hla letter lo the 
governor of the town, and in it he stated 
that be had understood that certain 
companions of tho coast, for whom he 
had great sympathy — for the French 
and tho buccaneers were always good 
friends— had been captured by tbe gov- 
ernor, who, be heard, had fhnatened to 
execute them. 

The French captain, by the hand of 
Roc, went on to .•-ay tl.at it harm ^^lK•uld 
como to tlieso bravo men, who had bun 
t iken and imprisoned when thoy were 
doing no ham to ai^body, he would 
swear, in his moel iolemn manner, that 
never for tho rest of his life would he 
give ^uartcr to any Spaniard who might 
fall into his ham is, and ho moreovL-r 
threatened that any kind of ven^'eauco 
which should Imchhi. pd.s.^iLlo for tho 
buccauocrs and French united to inflict 
upon the Spanish ships, or npon tbe 
town of Gampeachy, should be taken as 
soou as possible after ho should hear of 
any injury t!iat iiii;^lit U- inflicted npon 
tho uut.utuuato men who were then 
lying imprisoned in the fortress. 

When tho slave came back to Boc, 
tho letter was given to him with very 
particnlar directions as to what he was 
to do with it. He was to disgui.so him- 
self as iiuK h as jjossible, so that he 
should not 1)0 recognized by tho people 
of tiio place, and then iu the night he 
was to uiuku his way out of the town, 
and early iu tho raorniug was to return 
as if be had beeu walking along the 
shore of the harbor, when he was to 
state that he had bei'ii put on shore firom 
the Frencii vessel iu tbe offing with a 

letter which he wat ordered to present 

to the goveruor. 

The slave performed bis part of tbe 
business very weU. -The next day, wet 
and bedraggled ftrom making bis way 

through thn wt i ds aud mud of the 
coast, he pre.scntrd iiiuisilf at tho for- 
tress with his h ttir, aud when ho was 
allowed to take it to tho governor no 
ono suspected that ho was a person em- 
ployed aboat tbe place. Having XnlfiUed 
his mission, he departed, and when seen 
agaiu ho was tho samo servant whoso 
business it was to carry food to thu pris- 
oners. 

The tjovernor read the letter with a 
di.^quitted mind. Ho knew that the 
Freucb ship whiob was lying ontside 
the harbor was a powerfal vessel, and 
ill) did not liK'H Fn nch .^hip.s anj-way. 
The tiAvn liad i iii r l iin taki'ii and M'ry 
liadly tn ati vl Ly a littlo flevt of Fnnch 
and r.nglibb buccaueers, aud he was 
very anxious that notbliig of the kind 
should liappen again. 

There was no effective Spanish force 
iu the harbor at that time, and he did 
not know how many buccaneering ves- 
sels might be able to gather together iu 
thu bay if it should becomo kuown that 
the great pirate Ki^o htd beett pnt tO 
death in Gampeachy. 

It was nnnsnal for a prisoner to have 
powerful friends so near by, and tbe 
governor took Roe's case into most ear- 
nest cousidi ratidU. A frw hours' rt flec- 
tiou was suflkient to convince him that 
it would hi' very unsafe to take risks 
with such a dangerous prize as the pi- 
rate Boo, and be determined to get rid 
of him as soon as possible.

The banc of th'o idt al huu.sekeppor's 
life is dust, anil yet this yi'niin>;ly in- 
s:^'nificunt, i xusin niiin^' dust has betu 
a atndy of i-cieutists for u century. 
"When a beam of sunlight eutera a 
darkened room, it can be seen along its 
whole course, " says one writer. "The 
light is reflected to every sid'' and mudo 
to reach the eye by tlio dust iu ilie air 
of the ro-jm. Wii do not soo tlic sun- 
beam, but the dust which ia illumiuud 
by it As unimportant as this coriona 
stnff seems, it plays a oonspionona part 
In natnro. It is what makes the sky ap- 
pear blue, and when wo louk at the sky 
we aeo the dust illuminated by tl.u sun. 
Light goes through all the gases — the 
doat catches it, reflects it iu every di- 
rection, and ao causes the whole atmoa- 
pbere to appear clear, ia the same wa7 
that It makes the snnbeam Tiaible In 
the dark ri mm. 

"Without this strange, wonderful 
dost there would bo uo blue sky. It 
wonld bo as dark or darker thou on moon- 
leaa uights. The glowing disk of the sun 
wonld stand immediately against the 
black backgronnd, thnaprodaoing blind- 
ing light where the suu'h rays fall and 
deep black shadows where they do not. 
It is to dust tlnit owe the mu(h,rately 
tempered daylight adapted tu our oyos, 
and it ia dust that contributes to the 
beanty of the scenery. The flueat dost 
givea the bloc tone to the sky, while the 
coardcr kind prodnoea an almoal black 
appearance. 

"The cloudu cousist of dust and va- 
por. If there be ouly a little dust, all 
the vapor ia precipitated upon it, and 
so loads the clouds with water that they 
sink in heavy drops to the ground. 
Withoot dust tlio vapor would penetrate 
honaea, making everything mold with 
damp. We should feel upon going out 
that onr clothes weru becoming saturat- 
ed and nmbrellas would be a useless 
protection. II ia hard, indeed, to con- 
ceive how different everything wonld 
be if there wore no dust. This trivial 
common stuff has its considerable part 
iu the processes of nature, and there is

From the time whou 
be leaves bis quarters in answer to an 
alarm ontil be retama be taket ■ risk 
that maj at an; moment aet him face 
to ftoe with death in its mosit omel 
form. He needs nothing so tuncb as a 
dear he.id, aud uotJiing is jirizod bo 
highly, uothiii^{ jiuts him so surely iii 
the line of promotion, for as he advances 
iu rank aud responsibility tbe lives of 
others aa well as his own come to de- 
pend on his judgment. The act of con> 
Fpicnons daring which the world ap- 
plauds is oftcuest to the fin inau a mat- 
ter of simple duty that bad to be doue 
in that way becanse there was no other. 
Nor is it always or even osnally the 
hardest doty, as he sees it. It came eaay 
to faim becanse ho is an athlete trained 
to do sncb tbiugs and becanse, once for 
all, it is ciif-icr to risk ouo's litV iu tho 
open, iu tho sight of one's fillows, than 
to f;H (> death alone, caught like a rat iu 
u trap. That is tbe real peril which be 
knows too well, but of that the pablio 
bears only when he baa foaght bia last 
fight and lost. 

How literally our everyday .se curity 
— of which we think, if wo think of it 
at all, as a mere matter of coarse — is 
bnilt npou tbe snpreme saorifloe of these 
devoted men we realise at long inter* 
vals, when a disaster occurs such aa tbe 
one in which Chief Bresnau aud Fore* 
man Rooney lost their live.s, Tliey were 
crushed to death under the great water 
tank iu a Twenty -fonrth street factory 
that was on fire. Its anpporta had been 
burned away. An examination that was 
then made of the water tanks iu the city 
discovered 8,000 that were either whol- 
ly unsupported, except by the roof 
beams or propped ou timbers, uud 
tlicrefore a direct menace, not only to 
the firemen when they were called 
there, but daily to those living nnder 
them. It is not plea.^^ant to add that tho 
departniuDt's ju.-t demand for a law 
that should compel l.iiidlords either to 
build tanks uu the wall or ou iron sup- 
ports has not been heeded yet; bat that 
is nuhappily aa old story.

Tbo very air shafts that were hailed 
as tbe ilrst advance in tenement bouse 
building added enormously to tbe fire- 
man's work and risk as well as to tbe 
risk of every one dwelling under their 
roofs hy acting a.s so many huge i liim- 
neys tbat carricil tbo Are to tbe open 
windows opening upon them in every 
story. More than half of all the fires in 
New York occur in tenement bouses. 
When tbe tenement house comiiiis^inii of 
1894 sat in this city, considering incaus 
of makiuK t. in'nit nt.s safer and better, 
it rtceivfd tlio mo.st practical help aud 
advice from tiie firpiiien, especially fTom 
Chief Bresnau. whose death ooonrred 
only u few days after he had testified 
as a witness. The reconiiiuiKlations 
upon which he insisted aro now part of 
tbe gentral tenement bouse law. 

Some recently publislnd Freucb lueni- 
drs throw an inti rchtiuK light on tbe 
maiiuer in wliicb tbe French republic 
camo to bear tbe nickname 'IMarianne." 
During the days of the "white terror" 
there was an old woman called La Mere 
Marianne, whose duty it was to mop up 
the pavement after an cxecutiuu.
